Hyacinths 

Culture  in  Pots  or  Pans.  When  growing  Hyacinths 
indoors  use  a light  rich  soil,  using  plenty  of  manure.  Place 
some  pieces  of  broken  pots  in  the  bottom  of  the  pan  for 
drainage.  Set  the  bulbs  about  an  inch  below  the  top  of  the 
pan,  give  them  a thorough  watering,  then  put  them  in  a 
cool,  dark  place  where  they  will  not  freeze.  Water  as  often 
as  they  need  to  be.  They  should  remain  for  about  12  weeks 
or  until  the  pot  is  well  filled  with  roots.  They  may  then  be 
removed  to  a warmer  and  lighter  location  where  they  will 
bloom. 

Outdoor  Culture.  Bulbs  may  be  planted  outdoors 
from  September  until  the  ground  freezes.  However,  the 
best  results  will  be  obtained  if  planted  before  the  last  of 
October.  Plant  6 inches  deep  and  6 inches  apart  in  soil 
that  has  been  enriched  with  well  rotted  cow  manure  and 
dug  at  least  12  inches  deep.  When  the  ground  starts  to 
freeze,  cover  the  bed  with  leaves  or  straw,  6 to  8 inches  deep 
to  protect  the  bulbs  during  the  winter  months.  Remove 
the  covering  as  early  as  possible  after  all  danger  of  severe 
cold  weather  has  passed. 

Culture  in  Glasses.  Special  glasses  are  manufactured 
for  the  culture  of  Hyacinths,  the  bulb  fitting  in  the  top. 
These  glasses  should  be  filled  up  with  water  so  that  the 
bottom  of  the  bulbs  is  about  x/±  inch  below  the  level  of  the 
water.  The  water  should  be  changed  every  three  or  four 
days.  A little  charcoal  placed  in  the  water  will  keep  it 
fresh  and  sweet.

Choice  Named  Crocus 

The  Crocus  is  the  first  flower  to  bloom  in  the  spring.  It 
is  not  unusual  to  see  the  ground  covered  with  snow  and  the 
Crocus  blooming  at  the  same  time.  They  are  perfectly 
hardy  and  may  remain  in  the  ground  for  years  undisturbed. 
It  is  a good  idea  to  plant  them  among  other  spring-flower- 
ing bulbs,  such  as  Tulips,  Hyacinths  and  Narcissi.  They 
will  bloom  and  be  out  of  the  way  before  the  other  bulbs 
bloom.  Crocuses  are  easily  forced.  They  may  be  grown  in 
pots  or  bulb  pans,  and  when  planted  very  close,  they  pro- 
duce a very  pleasing  effect.
